thousand men reported for work at 7 
b'do(& this morning and were immedi-, 
ately assigned to places, under the 
management of the several contractors. 
Dynamiting the jam was resumed and 
the shocks fluit the town is receiving 
from theexplorions axe simply terrify- 
ing. Notwithstanding the fact that citi- 
zens have notified those in charge of tite 
dynamiting that they will hold the state 
responsible for all damage to property 
or person caused by these terrific blasts, 
they are as heavy as ever and every 
shot shakes the buildings for squares 
around. 


The Philaddphia fire engines arrived 
last evening and are now engaged in 
pumping out sevend large pools of 
water in different parts of the dty in 
which many bodies are expected to be 
found. 


This morning the workmen removing 
the debris from near Wood, Morrel & 
Co.'s store, found the body of a woman 
in an advanced state of decomposition. 
Her clothing bore traces of elegance. It 
was at first stated that the remains were 
those of Miss Paulson, of Pittsbui^. 
One hundred dollars were found in the 
dress pocket besides an elegant gold 
watch, a soltaire and three costly gold 
rings. 


A careful comparison with the descrip- 
tion left by the friends of Miss Paulson, 
was made, but t h ^ do not tally in any 
particular and the corpse lies at the 
morgue marked '^unknown." The face 
was entirely gone, only the lower jaw 
and one tooth remaining. It is almost 
certain tbat the dead woman was one of 
the passengers on the day express. 


Last night the remains of a woman 
were recovered in Cambria City. ^ The 
remains were buried unidentified. 


The thirty charges of dynamite fired 
this morning knocked out the front of 
Henry Fritz's house on Clinton street. 
The house was of brick, but had been 
badly shattered bythefiood. A gang 
of workmen cleaning the streets in front 
narrowly escaped being crushed. Sev- 
eral of them were slightly injured. 


A crowd of citizens ooUected at the 
general office of the state board of 
health this morning, hoping to ascer- 
tain the sanitary condition of the town. 
They were disappointed, however, as 
the physicians in charge refused to 
answer any questions or give reasons 
for not issuing the health bulletin. 


This morning the workmen engaged 
in clearing the rubbish from the Clark 
mansion, say they saw the remains of 
Stella and Mary Clark, aged 8 and 4. 
Their bodies will be recovered this morn- 
ing. Three other bodies were found on 
Main street this morning, but it was im- 
possible to identify them.

Oonstil Bossinger, at Beirut, sends 
ihe State Department some intelligence 
he has recdved about the discoveries oi 
ÎHittite remains in Marash and vicinity, 
p Central Tarkey. 
I No Hittite hieroglyphics have yet 
]l>een discovered, but the most remark 
able " ^ d " is the colossal statute of 
jdardanapalus. King of Nineveh, eighth 
century, B. G., standing on a pedestal 
'ixk the smaller court of the palace. The 
workmanship is veiy fine. The Uœ 
speaks like the finest Grecian statues, 
^ e statue had been thrown down and 
broken but the fragments are all there 
and the whole figure can easily be re- 
stored. On this statue were several 
square yards of Assyrian inscription in 
coniform hieroglyphics, from which the 
name was determined. 


But how this statue of an Asityrian 
Sing came to be placed in a Hittite 
palace is not easily accounted for. It is 
presumed that when Sardanapalus made 
his expedition through Asia Minor he 
conquered this Hittite dty and erected 
his own statue in the center of the 
palace, carefully preserving intact all 
the productions of Hittite art. 


B a b A1.UI.A, the Abyssinian leader, 
is. described as about 40 years of age, a 
little above the average height—say 
about 5 feet 9 inches. He is well built, 
has broad shoulders and a deep chest, 
which make him look shorter than he 
really is. He is muscular and athletic, 
and can hold his own with any man of 
his army in feats of skill, such as riding 
and shooting. His complexion is cop- 
per-colored, not dark; his fiwe oval, 
his nose of good shape, his mouth 
small, set off by good teeth.
